To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  Borough  of  V^est  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  cir cumstances  of  the  County  Borough 
of  West  Hartlepool. 

Again  the  report  is  abridged  and  various  figures  are 
omitted  in  the  interests  of  national  security. 

Generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the  citizens  has 
been  well  maintained,  and  there  were  no  significant  outbreaks 
of  any  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases. 

The  death  rate,  although  slightly  higher  than  last 
year,  compares  well  with  the  average  over  the  last  ten  years; 
but  the  birth  rate  reached  the  lowest  recorded  rate  for  the 
Borough,  although  still  above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

Scabies  and  Impetigo  were  prevalent  and  unfortunately 
innocent  people  may  stiff  r  along  with  the  careless  and  dirty. 

Now  clinics  for  treatment  have  been  sot  up,  and  I  would  stress 
the  essential  importance,  in  prevention  and  cure,  of  personal 
cleanliness  and  hygiene. 

I  should  urge  everyone  in  charge  of  children  to 
groatcr  caro  in  dealing  with  colds,  bronchitis,  etc.,  and  prompter 
seeking  of  medical  and  nursing  aid*  The  importance  of  this  I 
cannot  impross  more  strongly  than  by  calling  attention  to  tho 
fact  that  nearly  half  of  all  tho  deaths  from  Pneumonia  occurred 
in  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  2  yoars • 

I  wish  to  th;nk  the  Commit  too  and  my  colleagues  for 
their  continued  support,  and  for  the  large  volume  of  help 
afforded  mo •

Alterations  to  the  Mill  House  Clinic  have  now  been 
completed  and  much  no w  equipment  added#  -  Apart  from  tho 
situation  of  tho  Clinic  which  is  much  too  exposed,  tho  working 
conditions  aro  now  vory  satisfactory. 

Wo  aro  sorry  to  have  to  record  that  attendances 
havo  shown  a  marked  increase  during  tho  past  year  and  they 
aro  still  increasing, 

Tho  number  of  young  females  attonding  for  tho  first 
time  is  still  behind  that  of  tho  males,  and  as  a  result  a 
Wednesday  evening  Clinic  has  now  boon  ostablishod.  This 
Clinic  it  is  hoped,  will  onable  women  who  aro  on  war  work  to 
roccivc  treatment,  . 

Other  Clinics  held  at  the  Mill  Houso  aro  fomalcs  - 
Friday  2,30p#m,  to  4  p.nuj  males  -  Monday  and  Thursday  5.30  p'.m# 
to  7,30  p#m,f  , 

Privato  and  confidential  treatment  has  always  boon 
the  aim  of  tho  Mill  House  Clinic,  This,  however,  is  now 
difficult  as  tho  increased  number  of  patients  necessitates  a 
wait  in  tho  waiting  room  of  upwards  of  one  hour.  The  only 
remedy  for  this  is  to  incroaso  still  further  tho  numbor  of 
Clinics  and  tho  times  that  tho  Doctor  attends,  but  this  is 
at  prosont  impracticable  owing  to  tho  shortage  of  Doctors  in 
the  area.
